Our hearts were 
never lighter, our anticipations of moun- 
tain climbing, fisfiing and camping were 
never greater. After a fifty mile run by 


• fail, we continued our journey by the 
means of a team. 


The. sun had grown hot as we were 


well on our way to the mouth of San 
Antonio Canyon. 
On tlie right hand we 


viewed the towering peaks with a long- 
ing eye, on the left were acres of sage- 
brush, here and there a cactus, scatter- 
ing along the roadside were a few with- 
ered wild flowers. 


When we reached the mouth of San 


Antonio Canyon it seemed that we were 
far from the longed for cool breeze from 
the mountain forest, or water from the 
babbling brook. The bed of the canyon 
was covered with countless white bould- 
ers that glittered in the dazzling sun- 
light; there was not the slightest breeze, 
nor the shadow of a tree to lessen the 
power of the scorching sun. The fur- 
ther up the canyon we got the more in- 
teresting was the 
scenery. 
On 
the 


mountain sides were many yuccas in full 
bloom, the most 
beautiful, 
the most 


stately, of all flowers that adorn the 
mountains of California. 


We crossed many times the laughing 


refreshing stream that flowed down the 
canyon. Just as we were about to enter 
a ford, the driver drew rein beneath a 
thick cluster of trees that stood on a 
little rise beside the stream. On both 
sides at the foot of the incline was a 
luxuriant growth of vegetation. Above 
and below the 
ford, the stream 
was 


crossed by upturned trees. In the mid- 
dle of the 
stream js P huge 
boulder, 


upon which we sat. The leaves were 
fluttering in the soft breeze, the golden 
sunlight was piercing through the dense 
foliage here and there; my heart filled 
with gratitude as I looked out into the 
brilliant light that set all the surround- 
ing beauties of nature aglow, from the 
banks of the stream to the mountain 
tops. 


When the team could go no further, 


.we left the stream, following a trail 
that led us over a steep hill. The sun 
was hot. After some time of toil and 
fatigue we reached the same stream on 


• the-"other" side. We were sitting on a 
log debating where we would camp for 
the night, when a train of burros passed 
headed .oW* way,' soon ' our packs" Were 
on the" burros goingr for Bear Canyon,' 
where we found some«campers at the 
mouth. We went up the canyon some 
distance until we were convinced that 
there were no campers above us; there 
in the bed of the canyon we pitched our 
camp. A few yards to one side flowed 
a crystal mountain stream; its precipi- 
tant waters pouring over rocks at, in- 
tervals Of a few feet, boiling and surg- 
ing in a basin below, wending its way 
to join the peaceful waters. Across the 
stream is a high, steep, craggy ascent 
marked by many small slides of rock 
and dirt. A short distance up the in- 
cline some prospector had labored in 
vain. On the opposite side the gradual 
ascent thinly covered with small brush, 
blends into overhanging cliffs. 
Up the 


canyon the- view 
is obstructed 
by a 


growth of young 
timber. Down 
the 


canyon a short distance the mountains 
on both sides seem to blend into one. 


In a short time it was dark and we 


were sitting around 
a campfire; 
the 


gongs of the street cars, the rattle of 
the wagons, and the shouts of the little 
street urchins no longer haunted our 
cars. Butler'was reclining with his head 
and shoulders resting on a boulder, his 
feet resting on another much higher, 
with pipe in hand getting the usual re- 
sults, resting in all comfort and ease; 
watching the blue curies of smoke dis- 
appear in the darkness. 


On the opposite side of the fire sat 


Crum (known in our party 
as 
Our 


Dick) with his khaki suit, yellow leg- 
gins, and slouch hat, sitting close up 
against a stump, his feet drawn up close, 
his hands buckled about his knees, smil- 
ing, 
showing his big white teeth, look- 


ing straight into the fire. 


These were the 
closing acts 
of a 


strenuous day. We were fatigued and 
sore, but happy, our minds were work- 
ing in a new trend of thought. Crum 
and Butler were soon" in 
the 
land of 


dreams. 
The nocturnal voice of the in- 


sects gave u.i a lullaby. 
1 he moon rose 


and her gentle light shone through the 
branches 
of 
t i e 
nearby 
trees. The 


voice of the water was music. 
In the 


tain heights. The vines twined around 
hush and tree; on the left, the walls 
were covered with many ferns. On the 
right the waters were dripping from the 
overhanging moss-covered rocks. 
The 


voices of the birds mingled with the 
light-winged zephyr, completed the par- 
adise. 
When I was a boy 
>••- my old 


eastern home, th birds never sang sweet- 
er ; when I walked the shady lanes with 


f fourteen summers, I 


was not happier. 


In the hush of the morning, as we 


discerned the first gray dawn, when the 
music of the w;ileis penetrated the whole 
forest we rolled our blankets, (leaving 
the remainder of our 
camp intact), 


packed viands for two days, and with 
canteens we started up the serpentine 
trail on our way to the top of Mt. San 
Antonio (Baldy) ; soon we passed the 
last watering place on the way. 
Here 


we filled our canteens and started an 
abrupt ascent. We were well loaded as 
all will agree who have traveled that 
trail. 
Many times we paused to rest. 


Soon we began to look down upon the 
surrounding 
mountains. 
The vertical 


rays of the sun, heavy loads and steep 
climbing necessarily made our progress 
slow. 
Far above us we could see what 


we believed to he the summit. 
On we 


went climbing and resting repeatedly; 
yet the beetling summit seemed just as 
far away. 
At last we stood on whatj 


we once thought to be the summit, only 
to sec a range of higher peaks, towering 
one above another. 
A gain we were 


convinced that we were near the top; 
we sat down to rest ,and on the oppo- 
site side of the trail we read a sign on 
a rock, "Half-Way Place,' giving the 
distance both ways. 
Crum and Butler 


said if we were only half way we had 
better go back. 
I assured them that it 


wkas a fallacy, and that the valiant nev- 
er die but once. 
Shortlv after noon, 


tired and sore we stood on top, 10,080 
feet above sea level, looking down upon 
the great Pacific. 
We now believe the 


half-way place to be true. 


Oi'i top there was no snow, but a few 


yards from the top there was plenty of 
it. We filled our canteens with snow to 
increase the water supply. 
In the reg- 


ister of the Sierra Madre Club, we left 
our nnmpt on their monumen we plant- 
ed Old Glory. To the north we gazed 
with fixed eyes upon the desert of Mo- 
javei 
Tp_, the .northeast] stands the lofty 


jueaks o/. San Bernardino and Grayb«ck. 
To the south we looked down upon the 
valleys of San' Gabriel and San Fer- 
nando, covered, with vineyards, orange 
and lemon groves. 
To the northwest 


we looked along the crest of the count- 
less peaks of the Sierra Madre Range 
in the distance to where the peaks pierce 
the sky. We watched the sun disap- 
pear in the Pacific. 
As the shades ol 


night gathered about us, the harsh wind 
grew stronger and colder. Some on had 
picked a hole in the shelly rack surface. 
We made a wall of the stones for a 
better protection from the storm. 
The 


full moon rose amid the peaceful heav- 
ens and nave her gentle light, while will 
us the wind howled. There was no lee; 
we- stood shivering in the wind, gazing 
with intense interest upon the illumina- 
tions of the cities and towns, reaching 
front the crest of the lower mountain 
ranges to the sandy sea shore. 
We 


huddled together in the place we had 
prepared foi the niirht. 
The lonesome

We needed no alarm to awaken us next 
morning. The wind grew lighter as llu

His work reached a 


climax this year when he raised the as- 
sessments of the public utility compan- 
ies about $80,000,000, and was backed 
by the County Board of Equali/ation. 


Ward was elected City Assessor on

A STORY OF PIONEER DAYS.

Why thousands of Indians Melt* 


; ed Away Before Forty Men. 


MeCibt Knew tht Sioux ••«- 


•r Than Th*y Knaw Th«mt«lvM, end 
th« Indian! Knew th« Captain'! M«n 


I W»r« D«ad Shots and Scalp Takera. 


la the pioneer days to reach Mon- 


tana from Cheyenne, fn Wyoming, re- 
quired a roundabout journey that In- 
Yolvcd a tloiible crossing of the Rocky 
mountains, with n change of base at 
Salt Lake City. The Uultcd States 
government brought about 
o. better 


condition of travel by constructing a 
trail through the finllatln valley along 
the course of the Gunpowder river, 
reaching around the base of the inoun 
fAitis in a curvilinear form,, which 
avoided the heights of the Rockies. To. 
protect this route from marauding In- 
dians three forts were 
built— Heno, 


Phi! Kearny and C. F. Smith. 
i In 1860 the murderous Sioux from 
the Yellowstone valley pursued a san- 
guinary course up through the Gallatln 
valley and into Montana, 
it was 


marked by rapine and plunder. They 
besieged Fort Reno and killed many 
of its garrison. T^Rey environed Fort 
Phil Kearny and wiped frpm the face 
Of the earth every human being whose 
walls it failed to protect. Then they 
'surrounded Fort C. F. Smith, where 
'500 soldiers 
found themselves sur- 


rounded by more than a thousand 
•death seeking Indians. Escape seemed 
Impossible. A courier got word of this 
condition of affairs to General Han- 
cock, who was then stationed at St. 
Paul, and he sent a messenger to the 
governor of Montana at Bozeman. 


5 The chief executive of the territory 
of Montana at that time was Green 
Clay Smith. 
He had been a member 


of congress from Kentucky, but Pres- 
ident Lincoln made him territorial gov- 
ernor of Montana. He was seated on 
the porch of his residence in Bozemgri 
when Hancock's message was handed 
to nim. To a visitor he said: 


•• "What In the name of heaven can I 
•So1? Fort C. F. Smith is 250 miles 
away. The country between here and 
there is filled with Sioux Indians. Our 
militia force consists of exactly 427 
mep. Not a man of them could reach 
Fort C. F. Smith alive. I am absolute- 
ly powerless. However, I will send 
If or Colonel Howie." 


At that time Colonel Nell Howie waa 


United States marshal for the territory 
of Montana. v 


It was to this man that Governor 


Smith addressed hinit&fc, handing him 
General Hancock's dispatch and • say - 
Ing: "Colonel, we can't do anything for 
those poo/ deylUt in Fort C. 'BV Smith. 
Ain:f not right?"!. /I. ff±.

( "No," "said Colonel. Howie quietly, 
and with the gentle vo|<*e"'of a woman. 


"There Is no 'trouble about that, gov- 


ernor. 
We can arrange that matter 


and still leave the Montana frontier 
protected. 
I will need some picked 


men and a goo'd leader for them. 
I 


think Captain McCabe Is best fitted for 
this undertaking. I will find him." 
. 


, McCabe was another gentle voiced 
man, with blue eyes. He didn't rnnka 
much noise. 
He acted. 
He said to 


the governor: "Oh, yes; it is easy 
'enough. But I'll ne°(l forty of the best 
men I can select. 
You can. keep the 


rest of your volunteer force here." 
i Governor Smith looked at him In 
amazement. 
So did the visitor from 


the fort. 
They both thought he was 


either Insane or a braggart. Governor 
Smith said to "him, "How in the name 
of heaven do yon expect to 'raise the 
siege of Fort C. F. Smith with forty 
men when you know that It Is sur- 
rounded by more than 1,000 blood- 
thirsty Indians and that the country 
between here and there is covered with 
thousands more of murderous Sioux?" 
t Said McCabe quietly: "Why, gov- 
ernor, it Is easy enough. The Indians 
know us and know that we know 
them better than they know them- 
selves. You folks from the east have 
an idea that what you call Indian 
atrocities are simply unmeaning exhi 
bltions of brutality; that sculping, for 
Instance, is simply a form of torture. 
In that you are mistaken. The Indian 
believes that no man can go to the 
happy hunting ground— heaven we call 
It— who has been deprived of his hair. 
Their motive In scalping a victim is to 
carry out fiendish hatred to Its utmost 
by preventing him from having a hap- 
py hereafter. Therefore to deprive an 
Indian of his scalp Is to rob him of his 
hope of a happy hereafter. My men 
never kill an Indian without scalping 
him, and the Indians know that. Tho 
forty men I will select for this expedi- 
tion are unerring In their aim with 
the rifle. They can shoot sixteen shots 
In s'.xteen seconds, and every ball 
means a dead Indian, and every dead 
Indian means a scalp, and every scalp 
means a warrior deprived eternally of 
a chanct; of ever reaching the happy 
hunting ground. 
My forty men will 


walk from here to Fort C. F. Smith 
without firing a shot." 


, "Incredible," said Governor Smith. 
j "True," said Captain McCains. 
i -What was the result? 


Forty men walked the 250 miles from 


Bozevnan to Fort C. F. Smith. Indians 
watched them on every side. By days 
their progress was signaled by circling 
columns of smoke and by night by flre 
from mountain tops. But not a shot 
was flred- When they got within sight 
of Fort C. F. Smith the thousand 
whooping SJoux who held the garrteoii 
In siege fled, and the forty frontiers 
men from Bozeman marched in arid 
escorted the 200 soldiers lun-k to the 
territorial capital without the loss of a. 
life.
